We  have  received  the  City's  notice  of  intent  to  apply  for  four  Urban 
Development  Action  Grants  from  HUD  totaling  $26,396,560   These  proposals  will 
be  listed  in  the  A-95  Review  Monitor  on  December  30,  1977,  providing  all 
interested  state  agencies  with  the  opportunity  to  review  and  comment  on  your 
proposals  prior  to  the  January  31,  1978  application  deadline. 

It  was  clear  in  mid-December  that  the  timing  requirements  of  the  A-95 
process  could  provide  an  obstacle  to  any  community  meeting  the  deadline  for 
SIg  application  filing  during  the  first  funding  round.  At  that  time.  Tenney 
Lantz  o?  my  staff  contacted  the  UDAG  staff  at  HUD  in  Washington  who  assured  her 
that  normal  A-95  procedures  will  be  waived  for  this  round  and  A-95  review  of 
the  application  itself  can  be  concurrent  with  submission  of  the  application 
to  HUD.   It  is  anticipated  that  this  waiver  will  be  contained  in  the  final 
UDAG  regulations  expected  to  be  published  early  next  week. 

On  the  basis  of  the  information  from  HUD,  we  have  asked  all  applicants 
for  the  first  UDAG  round  to  submit  the  notice  of  intent  information  as  early 
as  possible  to  be  followed  by  the  application  on  or  before  January  31,  197H. 
We  hope  to  complete  the  review  based  on  the  notice  of  intent  providing  appli- 
cants with  a  sign-off  letter  in  time  to  be  included  with  their  application. 
However,  we  must  reserve  the  right  to  review  the  full  application  in  the  event 
any  concerns  or  issues  arise  during  the  initial  review.

PART    III - PROJECT   DESCRIPTION 

A.        PROJECT   GOALS   AND  OBJECTIVES 

For  a  number  of  years   Blue  Hill   Avenue  has  served  as  a  symbol  of 
change,   disinvestment  and  abandonment.      In  fact,    however,   while 
there  are  many  areas  which   have  boarded   storefronts,    abandoned 
buildings  and  vacant  lots,   there  are  also  areas  of  commercial 
activity  and   neighborhoods  which  are  good  places  to  live. 

Developing   strategies  for  an  area  as  diverse  as  this  is  obviously 
complex.      Working  together  with  the  Blue  Hill   Avenue  Commission, 
the  City  has  developed  a  strategy  which  capitalizes  on  existing 
strengths  and  emerging  opportunities   rather  than  develop  specific 
plans  for  each   parcel   in  the  project  area  as  was  the  case  with 
renewal   programs.      Concentrating  public  investment  in  these  areas 
now  will  develop  a  market  strength  which  will   enable  the  private 
sector  to  assume  increasing  financial   responsibilities  while  public 
investment  gradually  decreases. 

This   UDAG  application   is  the  first  step  in   a  series  of  investment 
strategies  for  the  Blue  Hill  Avenue  Corridor. 

MAJOR    GOALS   AND   OBJECTIVES 

The  overall   goal  of  the  Blue  Hill   Avenue  UDAG  project  is  to  provide 
an   adequate  amount  of  incentives  to  encourage  property  owners 
and  businessmen  to  invest  in  their  buildings  and  property  so  that 
the  overall   neighborhood  can  benefit. 

More  specifically  the  objectives  of  the  project  are  to: 

1.  Treat  existing  abandoned  buildings  either  through   home- 
steading  or  demolition. 

2.  Rehabilitate  and  develop  processes  to  deal  with   buildings 
owned   by  absentee  landlords. 

3.  Provide  sufficient  incentives  for  low  income  homeowners  to  re- 
habilitate their  properties. 

4.  Improve  living  conditions  for  renters  as  well  as  homeowners. 

5.  Rehabilitate  existing  streets,    sidewalks  and  utilities  where 
necessary  and  where  there  is  evidence  of  rehabilitation  commit- 
ment from  property  owners. 

6.  Eliminate  the  problems  which  exist  between   public  housing  and 
the  surrounding  areas. 

7.  Create  jobs  and  develop  minority  enterprises  which  will   reduce 
unemployment. 
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8.  Provide  adequate  job  training   to  enable  local    residents  to 
benefit  from  the  increased   investment. 

9.  Improve  shopping  opportunities   for  the  area's   residents. 

B.       MAJOR    PROJECT   ACTIVITIES 

Major  projects  to  be  carried  out  with  total    UDAG  funding  of 
$7,172,000  are  described   below: 

1.        Neighborhood    Improvement  Programs   ($5,620,000) 

a.  Homesteading   ($1,050,000) 

The  City  will   develop  a   new   Homesteading   area  to  mesh 
with  other  housing   rehabilitation   programs   now  operating 
in   Sav-Mor.      The  Homesteading   Program  will   improve 
about  30  salvageable  two  and  three  family  homes   in  the 
area.      Rehabilitation  costs  will   be  subsidized   at  approxi- 
mately $5,000  per  unit  to  provide  properties  at  a  market- 
able cost.      A  trained   C.E.T.A.    work  crew  will   also  be 
used  to  further   reduce  costs  on   labor-intensive  work 
items.      The  City  will   contract  with  a   neighborhood   based 
non-profit  corporation  to  operate  the  program. 

The  City  has  also   received  tentative  commitments  for 
$600,000   in   permanent  mortgage  commitments  from   local 
banks  for  this   program. 

b.  Demolition   and   Boarding   ($240,000) 

Structures   incapable  of  repair  will   be  boarded  or  de- 
molished with   UDAG  funds. 

c.  Incentives  to   Rehabilitate  Absentee-Owned  Structures   ($400,000) 

The  City  currently  offers  20%,    40%  and   50%  (elderly) 
cash   rebates  to  owner-occupants  of  1-6  unit  dwellings 
for  certain   code   related   repairs.      However,    in  the 
Sav-Mor  area,    many  absentee-owned   structures  are  in   a 
deteriorated   condition   and   have  a   negative  effect  on   the 
neighborhood's  confidence.      Further,   these  buildings 
cause  many   property  owners  to  disinvest  and   not  to 
participate  in   existing   incentive  programs.      The  UDAG 
will   support  a   program  which  will   offer  incentives  to 
absentee-owners  to   rehabilitate  their  structures.      An 
important  part  of  this   program   is  code  enforcement, 
sensitively  operated  to  penalize  unscrupulous   landlords 
and   encourage  turnover  to  owner  occupants  or  help 
landlords   providing   quality  housing  to   rehabilitate.      The 
program  will   be  operated   with   local    residents  and   will 
offer  the  20%  rebate  only. 
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Rehabilitation   Advance   Program   ($1,300,000) 

Rehabilitation  funds  will   be  provided  to  homeowners  who 
cannot  afford   even   a   low  interest  home  improvement   loan. 
The  advance  will   be  given  only  for  code   related   improve- 
ments and   a   lien  equal   to  the  amount  of  the  advance  will 
be  placed  on   the  property.      The  lien   will   decrease  over 
a  five  year  period   (20%  annually).      Sale  of  the  property 
prior  to  the  end  of  the  five  year  period   will    result  in 
repayment  of  a  portion  of  the  advance.      Thus,    some  of 
this  money  will   revolve  to  assist  other  homeowners. 

Infrastructure   Improvements   ($1,630,000) 

Improvements  will   be  made  to  the  area's   residental   streets, 
sidewalks   and   street  lighting   system  through  a   large 
scale  public  works   program.      The   UDAG  funds  for  this 
purpose  will   be  supplemented  with  the  expenditure  of 
$1,350,000  of  City  capital   expenditures  for  sewer,    water 
and   street  improvements. 

Orchard   Park  Public   Housing   ($1,000,000) 

This  application   is  for  Phase   I   of  a  $6,700,000  rehabilita- 
tion  project  which   includes   renovation  of  existing   buildings, 
site  improvements  and   substantial   management  changes. 
Its   improvement  is  an   integral   part  of  the   Blue   Hill 
Avenue  Project.      Not  only  are  the  lives  of  existing 
residents  affected   by  the  project's  condition,    but  it  also 
has  a  negative  effect  on   the  surrounding   area  and   will 
continue  to  deter  investment  in   the  Crosstown    Industrial 
Park  and  the  Dudley  Station   Business   District. 

UDAG  or  Special   Modernization    Funds  will   be  sought  for 
Phase   II.

Relationship  to  Other   Housing   Programs 


The  UDAG  will   complement  other  programs,   on-going  or 
anticipated   in  the  project  area,    such   as:      (1)   the  City  of 
Boston's   Housing    Improvement  Program,    which   provides 
both   incentives  and  counseling;    (2)   HUD-funded 
Section   312  and   Section   8   Neighborhood   Strategy   Program; 
(3)   CDBG-funded  demolition  and   boarding;    and   (4) 
CDBG  and   CETA-funded   Open   Space  Management 
Program. 

2.        Industrial   Job  Training   ($452,000) 

The  construction  of  a  new  crosstown   street  at  a  cost  of  $10 
million   in  the  Spring  of  1978  using   State  capital   and    Federal 
Urban   Systems  funds   provides  access   between  the  area  and 
the  Southeast   Expressway.      Construction  of  this  street  creates 
opportunities  for  the  development  of  new  industry  in  the 
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proposed   UDAG  area.      EDA  funds   have  already   been   commit- 
ted to  acquire  and   improve  several   vacant,    publicly-owned 
sites  for  new  industrial   development.      The  Digital    Equipment 
Corporation   has  agreed  to  build  on  one  of  the  sites  and 
anticipates  being  operational   within  the  year.      Digital   is  the 
first  major  commitment  for  the  Crosstown    Industrial   Park 
which  anticipates  approximately  1,000  jobs.      The  City   is 
currently   preparing   another  application  to   EDA  for  a   second 
industrial   parcel  to  enable  the  City  to  assemble  and   prepare 
the  site  for  development. 

UDAG  funds  will   be  used  to  renovate  two  structures  for  a  job 
training  center.      The  center  has  already  had   discussions  with 
Digital   and   is  the  primary  center  to  prepare  area   residents 
for  jobs  within  the  Crosstown    Industrial   Park,    as  well   as 
other  jobs  within  the  City. 

The  Crosstown    Industrial   Park  is  within  the   UDAG   project 
boundary  and   HUD's  assistance  in   building   renovation   for  job 
training   programs  will   complement  the  City's  efforts  to  attract 
and   retain   industrial  firms.      The  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,    the  City  and  the   U.S.    Departments  of  Commerce 
(EDA)  and  Transportation   (Urban  Systems),   and   local   community 
groups  are  also  actively  involved  in  the  Crosstown    Industrial 
Park. 

Business   District   Improvements   ($1,100,000) 

The  City  has   been   working   with  the  Grove   Hall    Development 
Council,   a   local   minority  development  group,    for  over  two 
years  to  transfer  foreclosed   business  properties  for  rehabili- 
tation.     These  properties  will   soon   be  transferred  to  the 
Council   and  they  are  prepared  to  begin   basic   rehabilitation  on 
18  properties.      In  order  to  leverage  the  Council's  commitment, 
certain   public  investments  are  necessary  to  develop  a  more 
complete  rehabilitation  of  the  Grove  Hall   Business  Area  includ- 
ing  necessary  channelization  and   signalization  changes,   off- 
street  parking  and   street,    sidewalk  and   lighting   improvements. 

These  UDAG  efforts  will   complement  ongoing   City  efforts  and 
funding   proposals  for  storefront  renovation   (SBA   and   CD 
monies),    new  street  construction   (Urban   Systems  monies),    a 
central   business  alarm  system   (LEAA)  and  major  planning  and 
marketing   studies. 

C.        MARKET   AND    ECONOMIC    FEASIBILITY   OF   THE    PROJECT 

The  proposed   Blue   Hill   Avenue  UDAG   project  is  a  comprehensive 
v^     revitalization   program  for  the  Sav-Mor  neighborhood   in   Roxbury. 
Economic  feasibility  will   be  done  for  specific  projects   prior  to  final 
implementation. 
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The  major  transportation  improvements   (Crosstown  Street,    New 
Dudley  Street,    Replacement  Transit  Study),    new   industrial   de- 
velopment and   increased   interest  in   residential   neighborhoods 
throughout  the  City  and   in   Roxbury  will   provide  substantial  mar- 
ket interest.      This  situation  combined  with  a  substantial  funding 
commitment  by  the  City  and   Federal   Government  for  infrastructure 
monies  and   housing   rehabilitation   incentives  will   increase  market 
confidence  and   investment  interest. 

THE    RELATIONSHIP   OF  THE   PROJECT   TO    EXISTING  OR    PLANNED 
FACILITIES   AND  SERVICES    REQUIRED  TO  SUPPORT   THE   PROJECT 

Construction  of  the  planned  crosstown   street  linking  the  project 
area  to  Boston's  regional   Expressway  network  is  vital  to  industrial 
development  and   Dudley  Station   commercial   revitalization   proposed 
in  this  project.      This  new  facility  will   provide  a  unique  opportunity 
for  extensive  development  on   large  tracts  of  vacant  and   underutil- 
ized  land,   mostly  publically  owned,   along  the  former  circumferential 
Expressway  corridor.      This  project  is  in  final   stages  of  design  and 
environmental   review,   with  construction  scheduled   in  the  Spring  of 
197i 
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treets  and  utilities  needed  to  support  residential   redevelopment 
proposed   in  this  project  already  exist,    but  in   some  cases  are  in 
need  of  modernization.      Ample  City  and   UDAG  funds  are  budgeted 
in  this  project  to  conduct  all   needed   infrastructure  modernization.

The   renovated   housing   and   new   industry  will   be  privately  owned, 
streets  City-owned  and  Orchard   Park  public  housing   Federally 
owned.

"Homesteading"   program  in  the  Sav-Mor  neighborhood. 

In  addition,   the  Unity  Bank  and  Trust  Company  (minority 
owned  and  operated)  will   be  actively  participating  as  a  local 
lending   instutition  for  all   housing   programs. 

Greater   Roxbury  Development  Corporation   is  assembling  a 
security  improvement  program  for  the  Dudley  Terminal   area 
for  submission  to  the   Law   Enforcement  Assistance 
Administration  for  funding.      This  program  is  being  developed 
with  the  aid  of  the  Dudley  area  merchants  and  the  City  of 
Boston  and   increased   investment  in  City  police  footpatrol. 

Dudley  Terminal   Merchants  Association  will   provide  a  forum 
for  merchant  and   property  owner  involvement  in  the  Dudley 
area  planning   program.      Beginning   in   early  January,   the 
Association  will   meet  every  two  to  three  weeks  with   City 
representatives  to  discuss  planning   issues  and  make  recom- 
mendations.     The  Association   will   also  coordinate  surveys  of 
shoppers  and  merchants  as  part  of  the  terminal  area's  market 
analysis. 
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Community   Development  Corporation  of  Boston   has   been   work- 
ing  with  the   Digital    Equipment  Corporation   for  over  a   year. 
The  Occupational    Industrial   Center  is  the  applicant  for  the 
job  training   facility  which   would   accommodate   Digital. 

Grove  Hall   Development  Council   represents  the  major  property 
owners   in   Grove   Hall.      The  City  will   work  with   the  Council   in 
developing  plans  for  Grove  Hall   and  will   provide  financial   and 
technical   assistance  to  the  Council   in  executing  development 
projects.

In  the  Summer  of  1977,    the  City  of  Boston  established  the 
Blue  Hill   Avenue  Commission,   composed  of  local   residents  and 
agencies,   to  formulate  a  plan  and  oversee  revitalization  and 
redevelopment  of  the  Corridor. 

The  policy  of  the  City  and  the  Commission   is  to  encourage 
and  facilitate  the  participation  of  communities  in  the  long 
range  planning  and   implementation  of  projects   in   the  proposed 
target  areas. 

Additionally,   the  Commission   functions  as  the  primary  agent 
for  neighborhood   reclamation   in  the  geographical   area  called 
the  Blue  Hill   Avenue  Corridor,   the  Commission   communicates 
community  views  and   priorities,    and   monitors  the  implementa- 
tion of  all   project  efforts  undertaken  along   the  Corridor  and 
any  other  programs  affecting  the  quality  of  life  in  the  target 
area.

EXTENT   TO  WHICH   THE   PROJECT    REPRESENTS   A   SPECIAL   OR 
UNIQUE  OPPORTUNITY 

For  the  past  three  years  the  City  has  used   its  Community   Development 
Block  Grant  funds  in   such  a  way  as  to  encourage  existing   residents 
to  remain  and  to  stem  the  accelerated   rate  of  abandonment  which 
was  prevalent  in  the  early  I970's. 

Surveys  recently  completed  by  the  City  indicate  that  the  rate  of 
abandonment  has  slowed  and  there  is  an  emerging  confidence  in 
certain  areas  along  the  Blue  Hill   Avenue  Corridor.      Last  Summer, 
the  Mayor  established  the  Blue  Hill   Avenue  Commission,   composed 
of  local   area  residents  and  businessmen,   to  oversee  the  revitali- 
zation  of  Blue  Hill   Avenue.      Since  then  the  City  has  been  working 
with  the  Commission  to  develop  both   long  and  short  range  plans 
for  the  area.     This   UDAG  application,    based  on  the  City's   Boston 
Plan,    is  a  first  phase  investment  program  which  will   capitalize  on  a 
number  of  investment  opportunities  which   have  recently  emerged  in 
the  area  including: 

1.  An  increased  confidence  in  the  area's   residents  demonstrating 
a  willingness  to  invest  in  their  properties. 

2.  The  Digital  Equipment  Corporation's  decision  to  locate  in  the 
project  area,  specifically  to  take  advantage  of  the  local  labor 
force. 

3.  The  construction  of  the  Crosstown   Arterial   at  a  cost  of  $10 
million  which  will  generate  further  industrial  development 
interest. 

4.  The  Grove  Hall   Development  Council,   a   locally  based  group, 
which  controls  the  ownership  of  the  majority  of  the  business 
properties  in  the  Grove  Hall   Business   District.

I    Along  with  the  Digital  Project  the  CDC  of  Boston  is  developing  final  plans 
0  completely  renovate  the  Baltimore  Brush  Building  an  existing  multi  story 
anufacturing  facility  to  be  used  as  "incubator  space"  for  small  and  minority 
imed  businesses.  Through  EDA's  assistance  a  total  investment  of  $1.8  million 
s  anticipated  that  will  produce  and  additional  100  permanent  jobs  for  the  corn- 
unity.  Continued  development  activities  for  the  remaining  acreage  will  provide 
ncreased  job  opportunities  for  local  residents  and  create  an  improved  standard 
f  living  for  what  is  now  an  economically  depressed  area.

(2)  Its  governing   body  has  duly  adopted  or  passed  as  an  official   act  a 
resolution,    motion  or  similar  action  authorizing  the  filing  of  the 
application,    including  all   understandings  and  assurances  contained 
therein,    and  directing   and  designating  the  authorized   representative 
of  the  applicant  to  act  in  connection   with  the  application   and  to 
provide  such  additional   information  as  may  be  required. 

(3)  It  has  complied  with   all   the  requirements  of  OMB   Circular   No.    A-95 
as  modified  by  Sections  57C  454  (e)  and  that  either 

(i)      any  comments  and   recommendations  made  by  or  through  clearing- 
houses are  attached  and  have  been  considered   prior  to  submis- 
sion of  the  application;   or 

(ii)     the  required   procedures  have  been  followed  and  no  comments  or 
recommendations   have  been   received. 

(4)  Prior  to  submission  of  its  application,   the  applicant  has: 

(i)      prepared   and  followed   a  written   citizen   participation   plan, 
which   plan   provides  the  opportunity  for  citizens  to  partici- 
pate in  the  development  of  the  application,   with   special 
attention   to  measures  to  encourage  the  statement  of  views  and 
the  submission  of  proposals  by   low-  and  moderate-income  people 
and   residents  of  blighted   neighborhoods,   and  to  scheduling 
hearings  at  times  and   locations  which   are  convenient  to  all 
citizens; 

(ii)     provided  citizens  with   adequate  information  concerning  the 
amount  of  funds  available  for  proposed  activities,   the   range 
of  activities  that  may  be  undertaken,   and  other  important 
program   requirements; 

(iii)     held  public  hearings  to  obtain  the  views  of  citizen,   of  which 

at  least  one  hearing  was  held  on  needs  which  may  be  dealt  with 
under  this  subpart,   and  at  least  one  hearing  was  held  on  the 
application   prior  to  official   action  authoriziing  submission 
of  the  application. 

(5)  Its  chief  executive  officer  or  other  officer  of  applicant  approved 
by   HUD: 

(1)     Consents  to  assume  the  status  of  a   responsible   Federal   official 
under  the  National    Environmental   Policy  Act  of  1969  insofar  as 
the  provisions  of  such   Act  apply  to  the  applicant's   proposed 
program  pursuant  to  24  CFR   570.603;    and 


(5)  Continued 

(ii)     is  authorized   and  consents  on   behalf  of  the  applicant  and 
himself  to  accept  the  jurisdiction  of  the   Federal   courts  for 
the  purpose  of  enforcement  of  his   responsibilities  as   such   an 
official . 

(6)  The  proposed   project  is  consistent  with  the  Community   Development 
Program,    the   Housing   Assistance  Plan,   and  the  Overall    Economic 
Development  Plan,    where  such   plan  exists,    is   in  effect,    and   is 
required   by   law  or  administrative  action  to  be  consistent  with  the 
Community   Development  Program. 

(7)  It  will   comply  with  the   regulations,    policies,    guidelines  and 
requirements  of   Federal   Management  Circulars  74-4  and   74-7,   as  they 
relate  to  the  application,   acceptance  and   use  of  Federal  funds  for 
this  federally-assisted   program. 

(8)  It  will   administer  and  enforce  the  labor  standards   requirements  set 
forth   in   Section   570.605  and   HUD   regulations   issued  to  implement 
such   requirements. 

(9)  It  will  comply  with  all   requirements   imposed  by  HUD  concerning 
special   requirements  of  law,    program   requirements,    and  other  admin- 
istrative requirements  approved   in  accordance  with   Federal   Management 
Circular  74-7. 

(10)  It  will   comply  with  the  provisions  of   Executive  Order  11296,    relating 
to  evaluation  of  flood   hazards. 

(11)  It  will   comply  with: 

(i)      Title  VI   of  the  Civil    Rights   Act  of  1964  (P.L.    88-352)  and  the 
regulations   issued   pursuant  thereto   (24  CFR   Part   I),   which 
provides  that  no  person   in  the  United  States   shall  on  the 
ground  of  race,   color,   or  national   origin,    be  excluded  from 
participation   in,    be  denied  the  benefits  of,   or  be  otherwise 
subjected  to  discrimination   under  any  program  or  activity  for 
which  the  applicant  receives   Federal   financial   assistance  and 
will   immediately  take  any  measures  necessary  to  effectuate 
this  assurance.      If  any  real   property  or  structure  thereon   is 
provided  or  improved   with  the  aid  of  Federal   financial   assis- 
tance extended  to  the  applicant,   this  assurance  shall  obligate 
the  applicant,   or  in  the  case  of  any  transfer  of  such   property, 
any  transferee,   for  the  period  during  which  the  real   property 
or  structure   is  used  for  a  purpose  for  which  the   Federal 
financial   assistance  is  extended  or  for  another  purpose  involving 
the  provision  of  similar  services  or  benefits.

further  fair  housing;    and  will  take  action  to  affirmatively

further  fair  inousing  in  the  sale  or  rental  of  housing,  the 
financing  of  housing,  and  provision  of  brokerage  services 
within  the  applicant's  jurisdiction. 

(iii)     Section   109  of  the  Housing   and   Community   Development  Act  of 
1974,   and   the  regulations   issued   pursuant  thereto  (24  CFR 
570.601),   which   provides  that  no  person   in  the   United   States 
shall,   on  the  ground  of  race,    color,    national  origin  or  sex, 
be  excluded  from  participation   in,    be  denied  the  benefits  of, 
or  be  subjected  to  discrimination   under,    any  program  or  activ- 
ity funded   in   whole  or  in   part  with   Title   I   funds. 

(iv)  Executive  Order  11063  on  equal  opportunity  in  housing  and 
nondiscrimination  in  the  sale  or  rental  of  housing  built  with 
Federal   assistance. 

(v)     Executive  Order  11246,    and   all   regulations  issued   pursuant 

thereto  (24  CFR   Part  130),    which   provides  that  no  person   shall 
be  discriminated  against  on  the  basis  of  race,   color,    religion, 
sex  or  national  origin   in  all   phases  of  employment  during  the 
performance  of  Federal  or  federally-assisted   contracts.      Such 
contractors  and   subcontractors   shall   take  affirmative  action 
to  insure  fair  treatment  in   employment,    upgrading,    demotion, 
or  transfer;    recruitment  or  recruitment  advertising;    layoff  or 
termination,    rates  of  pay  or  other  forms  of  compensation   and 
selection  for  training  and  apprenticeship.

(iii)      Inform  affected   persons  of  the  benefits,    policies,    and   proce- 
dures  provided  for  under  HUD   regulations   (24  CFR   Part  42). 


(13)  It  will: 

(i)      Provide  fair  and   reasonable   relocation   payments  and   assistance 
in  accordance  with   Sections  202,    203,   and   204  of  the   Uniform 
Relocation   Assistance  and    Real   Property  Acquisition   Policies 
Act  of  1970  and  applicable  HUD   regulations   (24  CFR   Part  42), 
to  or  for  families,    individuals,    partnerships,    corporations  or 
associations  displaced   as  a   result  of  any  acquisition  of  real 
property  for  an   activity  assisted   under  the  program; 

(ii)     Provide  relocation  assistance  programs  offering  the  services 

described   in  Section  205  of  the  Act  to  such  displaced  families, 
individuals,    partnerships,    corporations  or  associations   in  the 
manner  provided  under  applicable  HUD   regulations; 

(iii)     Assure  that,   within  a  reasonable  time  prior  to  displacement, 
decent,    safe,    and   sanitary   replacement  dwellings  will   be 
available  to  such  displaced  families  and   individuals  in 
accordance  with  Section  205(c)(3)  of  the  Act,    and  that  such 
housing  will   be  available  in  the  same  range  of  choices  to  all 
such  displaced   persons   regardless  of  their   race,    color, 
religion,    national  origin,    sex,   or  source  of  income; 

(iv)    Inform  affected   persons  of  the  benefits,    policies,    and   proce- 
dures  provided  for  under   HUD   regulations;    and 

(v)     Carry  out  the  relocation   process   in   such  a  manner  as  to  pro- 
vide such  displaced   persons  with   uniform  and   consistent  services, 
including  any  services   required  to  insure  that  the  relocation 
process  does  not  result  in  different  or  separate  treatment  to 
such  displaced   persons  on   account  of  their  race,    color,    religion, 
national  origin,    sex,   or  source  of  income. 

(14)  It  will   establish  safeguards  to  prohibit  employees  from  using 
positions  for  a  purpose  that  is  or  gives  the  appearance  of  being 
motiviated   by  a  desire  for  private  gain  for  themselves  or  others, 
particularly  those  with   whom  they  have  family,    business,   or  other 
ties. 

(15)  It  will   comply  with  the  provisions  of  the   Hatch   Act  which   limit  the 
political   activity  of  employees. 

(16)  It  will   give   HUD  and  the  Comptroller  General   through   any  authorized 
representative  access  to  and  the   right  to  examine  all   records, 
books,    papers,   or  documents   related  to  the  grant. 

(17)  It  will   insure  that  the  facilities  under  its  ownership,    lease,   or 
supervision  which   shall   be  utilized   in  the  accomplishment  of  the 
project  are  not  listed  on  the   Environmental    Protection   Agency's 
(EPA)   list  of  Violating   Facilities   and   that  it  will   notify  the 

Federal   grantor  agency  of  the   receipt  of  any  communication   from  the 
Director  of  the   EPA  Office  of   Federal   Activities   indicating  that 
a  facility  to  be  utilized   in  the  project  is  under  consideration 
for   listing   by  the   EPA. 


(18)  It  will   comply  with  the  flood   insurance  purchase  requirements  of 
Section   102(a)  of  the   Flood   Disaster  Protection   Act  of  1973,    Public 

Law  93-234,    87  Stat.    975,    approved   December  31,    1976.      Section   102(a) 
requires,   on   and  after  March   2,    1975,   the  purchase  of  flood   insurance 
in   communities  where  such   insurance  is  available  as  a  condition   for 
the   receipt  of  any   Federal   financial   assistance  for  construction 
or  acquisition   purposes  for  use  in   any  area  that  has  been   identified 
by  the  Secretary  of  the   Department  of  Housing  and   Urban   Development 
as  an   area  having   special   flood   hazards.      The  phrase   "Federal   finan- 
cial  assistance"   includes  any  form  of  loan,   grant,   guaranty,    insurance 
payment,    rebate,    subsidy,    disaster  assistance  loan  or  grant,   or  any 
other  form  of  direct  or  indirect   Federal   assistance. 

(19)  It  will   require  the  facility  to  be  designed  to  comply  with  the 
"American  Standard  Specifications  for  Making   Buildings  and    Facilities 
Accessible  to,    and   Usable  by,   the  Physically   Handicapped,"    Number 
A117. 1-1961,    as  modified   (41    CFR   101-17.703).      The  applicant  will   be 
responsible  for  conducting   inspections  to  insure  compliance  with  these 
specifications  by  the  contractor.
